Tokio, Japan, May 17.—(From a Staff Cor- 
respondent.)—Japan is ablaze with indigna- 
tion at the government. Ito and Mutzu 
will do well if they hold their-places in 
the face of the public clamor for their re- 
tirement. They may start hostilities again 
and the chances. are that they will at the 
slightest provocation. If China gives. any 
excuse, as she is liable to do with Russia’s 
supposed sympathy and backing, Premier 
Ito will seize upon it eagerly to renew the 
fighting. This would strengthen him with 
the people again. 

To tranquilize the popular feeling 
ministry issued an imperial rescript, 
‘proclamation. It was a carefully worded 
document intended to persuade the people 
that the ministry was not coerced into 
-abamdoning its Manchurian concessions 
from China. It reads as follows: 

“We recently complied with the request 
of China and in consequence appointed 
plenipotentiaries and caused them to con- 
fer with the plenipotentiaries appointed by 
China to conclude a treaty of peace be- 
tween the two empires. Since then the 
fovernments of their majesties, the emper- 
Ors of Russia and of Germany and of the 
republic of France have united in a recom- 
mendation to our gu@@ernment not to per- 
manently possess the peninsula of Peng 
Tre, oyr newly acquired territory, on the 
ground ‘that such permanent possession 
would be detrimental to the lasting peace 
of-the orient. Devoted, as we unalterably 
@re and have ever been, to the principles 
of peace, we were constrained to take up 
arms against China other reason 
than our desire to secure for the orient an 
enduring“peace. Now the friendly recom- 
mendat‘on of the three powers was equally 
prompted by the same desire. Consulting,

therefore, the best interests of peace and 
animated by a desire not to bring upon our 
people added hardships or to impede the 
progress of the national destiny by creating 
new complications and thereby making the 
Situation difficult, and retarding the resto- 
ration of peace, we do not hesitate to ac- 
cept such recommendation. 

“By concluding the treaty ef peace China 
has already shown sincerity and regret for 
‘the violations of her agreements and thére- 
by the justice ef our cause has been pro- 
claimed to the world. these circum. 
stances we can find nothing to impair the 
our empire if we now 
yield to the dictates of magnanimity and 
take into the general situa- 
tion and accept the advice of the friendly 
‘powers. Accordingly we

While the rescript is a doeument of 
carefully selected words appealing to that 
divine reverence which is supposed to ex- 
ist armong the people towards the emperor, 
the way it is put is rather-a reflection upon 
the enlightenment of the Japanese people. 
It is an effort to pull the wool over the 
eyes of the people.

Did the Best They Could. 

Counts Ito and ‘(Mutzu realize their posi- 
tion, though they do not feel guilty of 
criminal error. They feel that Russia has 
deceived Japan intentionally, and, are, 
therefore, b.tteriy hostile to the Russian 
government, particularly so because the 
people of Japan feel chagrined and hold 
them responsible. It may force them to 
resign, The emperor’s rescript has not 
aroused one particle of enthusiasm in all 
of Japan. The people, -naturally enthusi- 
astic and mercurial, have received it with 
silence. The acquirement of Formosa and 
the moneyed indemnity are lost sightof in 
the fact that Japan has been coerced into 
relinquishing the Manchurian § territory. 
The newspapers, fearing to criticise the 
ministry, have but little to say. Indeed, 
so many have been suppressed recently, 
that those now pwhblishing are handling 
matters gingerly. They are compelled to 
do so. A press censor examines the first 
proof.

New York, May 34.-—-Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“The observance of Memorial Day ser- 
vices served to check the volume of general 
trade this week, but there has been a 
further shrinkage in the amount of busi- 
ness transacted, due to not altogether well- 
founded fears of. serious dgmage to the 
grain crops. The bank clearings total for 
the week is only $33,000,000, but this is 17 
per cent heavier than in the corresponding 
week, also one day short, in 1894. As con- 
trasted with last week the shrinkage is 25 
per cent.and with the week two years ago, 
during the panic, 7 per cent. Compared 
With the last week in May, 1892, the falling 
Off this week is 13 per cent. pens 

“The tendency of prices this week is again 
upward, notably so for steel and _iron,. 
which are in better demand, despite higher 
prices, as are cereals and cotton and leath- 
er and shoes, which, with sorne other sta- 
ples, in all sixteen, close higher on the 
week. Wool continues in slow sale, intertor 
prices being above what eastern manufac- 
turers are Willing to pay. Cotton goods re- 
main firm on the strength of cotton, but 
Staple cottons move slowly, as operators 
are still well supplied. Woolen dress goods 
are quiet, but the mills are sdid to have a 
g00d number of orders for fall delivery. 

“There are some gains at the south, with 
improved agricultural prospects in Tennes- 
see affecting at Nashville, Mem- 
phis and Chattanooga. Only a moderately 
active demand in a few lines-is announced 
from Atlanta, Savannah and at Jackson- 
ville, where the vegetable crop is the jlar- 
gest for years.

What Dun & Co. 

R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review of trade 
tomorrow will say: f 

“More ‘far-reaching than any other 
change during the past week, if really war- 
ranted by facts, is the continued rise in 
prices of wheat and cotton. Real scarcity 
of either would affect all business. Happily 
there is still room to hope that the ac- 
counts of inju@y are greatly exaggerated, 
although there has been some evidence 
during the week that both the ewreat crops 
have suffered more than at first appeared, 
Other changes are almost all favorable ard 
some highly encouraging. Labor troubles 
are cleariy less threatening. Monetary 
conditions are satisfactory and the sub- 
Stantial increase in the commercial «e- 
mand is a good sign. Exchanges threugh 
the clearing houses have heen greatly in- 
flated by speculatton, and at this time last 
year were cut down by the coal <trike and 
toward the end of May, 1893, creutly re- 
duced by bank failures, but for the week 
they exceed last year’s by 19 per cent and 
fall only 5.6 per cent beiow those of 1893, 
While the daily average for May is 26.9 
per cent larger than last yeur, Lut 7.1 per 
cent less than in 1893. 

“Cotton continues strong because it is 
believed there will be much reduction 
yiela per acre, as well as in acreage. No 
estimate based on definite information nu 
the decrease in acreage more than 13.5 
per cent, which, with a yield per acre 
equal to last year’s, would mean a crop of 
8,400,000 bales. Months must pass. before 
there can be anything definite as to the 
probable yieid per acre, unless Widespread 
disaster comes, but the market has been 
acting as if the future were known. Spec- 
ulation has diminished in volume and the 
fact that takings of spinners have X- 
ceeded the maximum consumption over 
400.10 bales in northern and about 
twice as much abroad, makes the commer- 
cial stocks in sight 3,884,552 bales lest week 
look still larger. The advance this week 
has been only a sixteenth and it sup- 
posed that the stronger speculators have 
realized. The manufacturer doing well, 
though not all the machinery is employed, 
but the demand has been better and there 
are occasional advances in prices of goods, 
The Olneyville woclen mills will open Mon- 
day, responding to a request signed by 
some employes, to if enough will 
turn to make general resumption profitable. 
Two or three other mills have granted

“The iron manufacture is gaining rapid- 
ly and the average of prices, which had 
fallen February Ist to 54.1 per cent of the 
prices in October, 1890, have now risen to 
o?.1 per cent, most of the advance having 
been in May. Bessemer pig has been lift- 
ed to $11.65 and gray forge to $10.40 at Pitts- 
burg by the growing demand; tank steel 
plates are $ per ton higher at Philadelphia 
and nail producers have combined, raising 
wire nails to $1.15 and cut nails to $1 by 
car loads at Pittsburg. The structural de- 
mand is very large and while the buying 
in other forms of iron and steel products 
is still cOnservative, great confidence pre- 
vails that prices will hereafter advance 
materially. It is believed that the wages 
question will be settled ag Pittsburg this 
year without any strike. 

“Failures for three weeks of May have 
shown liabilities amounting to $7,455,244, of 
which $2,642,609 were of manufacturing and 
$4,230,635 of trading concerns. For the same 
weeks last year the liabilities amounted to 
$7,782,633, of which $3,380,812 were of manu- 
facturing and $3,275,275 of trading concerns. 
The failures during the past week have 
been 215 in the United States, against 18 
last year, and 34 in Canada, against 27 last 
year.”’

BLOWN UPON A CORAL REEF. 


One Hundred and Eighty-Eight Lives 
Were Lost on the Colima. 

San Francisco, May 31.—The following. 
special dispatch from The Chronicle’s corre- 
spondent in the City of Mexico, contains 
awful tidings of the Colima’s fate: 

“City of Mexico, May 30.—It is now 4 
o’clock p. m. and not a single press dis- 
patch has been received over the govern- 
ment wires from Manzanillo. The single 
wire circuit between Manzanillo and Mexico 
city has been kept at a glowing heat all 
day with official telegrams addressed to and 
sent by the secretary of war, Don Pedro J. 
Hinojosa, though a few have also been re- 
ceived by Major R, B. Gorsuch, Mexican 
representative of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company in this capital. 

“The substance of these dispatches ag 
received up to this time is as follows: About 
8 o’clock on the morning of the 27th, in 
latitude 1838 north, and Jongitude 194 de- 
grees, fourteen minutes west, the Colima 
was struck by a powerful wind and was 
driven upon a coral reef and sunk, with a 
large hole'stove in her side near the prow. 
Captain J. F. Taylor, after, displaying 
masterly skill in the management of the 
vessel, was killed by a falling @ast. The 
first pilot and first engineer were also killed 
and soon after the boatystruck the reef and 
went down in 130 fathoms of water. _, 

“Nearly twenty-four hours later the coast 
line steamer, San Juan, picked up sixteen 
survivors and carried them into the port of 
Manzanillo. Five others swam ashore at 
Coahuayuanok and five more—three cabin 
passengers and two sailors—were subse- 
quently rescued by a government boat sent 
by the Pacifi Mail at Manzanillo. 

“One hundred and eighty-eight persons 
are known to have been drowned and twene 
ty-six were saved.” 

Instructions to Our Consuls. 

Washington; May 31.—The state depart- 
ment had a telegram from the Tnited 
States counsul at Mazatlan, Mexico, 
Wednesday night announcing the report of 
the wreck of the Colima’ and stating that 
there were about half a million dollars’ 
worth of American interests on the vessel 
and that 170 lives vere reported as lost. 
Assistant Secretary of State Rockbull, on 
the reeeipt this message immediately 
cabled United States consuls at Acapluco 
and Mazatlan to do everything in their 
power to help the survivors. These instruc- 
tions were very broad and under them our 
consuls can charter a vessel to help the 
shipwrecked Americans and incur any rea- 
sonable expense to help them.

WOULD NOT HAVE 17 
Conductor Geeslin Refused the Run Which 
Was Tendered Him. 


IT MAY BE THAT OR NOTHING 


The Judge, According to Report, Will 
Recommend That Geeslin Take the 
Run Which Is Offered, 


Macon, Ga., May 31.—(Special.)\—Captain 
Flem Geeslin has not resumed his ola run 
@s a conductor on the Southwestern 
division of the Central railroad between 
Macon and Columbus, in compliance with 
the crder of Judge Speer, which directed 
the receiver to restore him to his former 
run. And thereby .hangs a tale. 

When Judge Speer’s order was communi- 
cated to the receiver, Captain Geeslin was 
notified to report for duty on May 29th, 
at the passenger depot in this city. Cap 
tain Geeslin reported promptly, but when 
he found that the railroad authorities did 
not intend for him to run solely between 
Macon and Columbus, but to alternate 
on the other roads of the Southwestern 
division running out of Macon, Captain 
Geeslin declined to go to work, holding 
that Judge Speer’s order restored him to 
his old run between Macon and Colum- 
bus. 

The receivers: communicated these facts 
to Judge Speer, and related that soon after 
General Superintendent Kline’s  investi- 
gation of the operations of the conductors 
in 1893 he changed the system which had 
prevailed by alternating the conductors on 
the different divisions, that is to say, that 
there being three runs on the Southwestern 
railroad out of Macon, one between Macon 
and Columbus, one between Macon and 
Albany, and one between Macon and 
Montgomery, he thought that by alternat- 
ing the conductors on these runs he could 
better keep up with the business, and 
could get more efficient and better service 
for the company. The receivers further 
Stated to Judge Speer that they supposed 
that his order to reinstate Captain Geeslin 
Was intended to be construed as placing 
-him back in the service of tne company. 
They further say to Judge Speer that they 
don't know if it was brought to his attention 
that the conductors were alternating upon 
the differeht runs on the Southwestern. 

They supposed that the spirit of the 
order ‘was that Captain Geeslin be put 
back in the service of the Southwestern 
to alternate with the different conductors 
on the other runs and that he should be 
treated the same as other conductors of 
the company. The receivers say that to 
put him back on the Southwestern between 
Macon and Columbus he would be the 
only conductor on that run, 

When Judge Speer passed his order. re- 
instating Captain Geeslin he was not aware 
that the system had been changed Since 
the discharge of Captain Geeslin, and as 
he does not wish to interfere with the 
rule of the company relative to the al- 
ternating of -the conductors, he will ad- 
dress avtetter to the attorneys of Captain 
Geeslin, telling them that he desires the 
receivers’ rule complied with.and Captain 
-Geeslin to alternate with the other con- 
ductors on the different runs. 

It is supposed that Captain Geeslin will 
be willing to make the alternating runs 
when the situation is presented to him as 
Outlined above. .

It Is To Be Capitalized at $150,000. 

$30,000 Subscribed. 

‘Athens, Ga., ‘May 31.—(Special.)—Within 
the next six months, Athens is to have 
a 10,000 spindle mili. 
tonight by Mr. James F. McGowan, presi- 
dent of the Commercial Club of Athens. 
He has been working up the matter until 
it is now an assured fact. The company 
is to have a capital stock of $150,000, of 
which $30,000 has already been subscr.bed 
and the remainder will be subscribed in 
a short while. 

Mr. McGowan closed a contract today 
with the Athens Street Railway Company 
fer 300 horse power from the electric plant 
@t Mitchell’s bridge, which will be ready 
for use inside the next sixty or n.nely 
days. This power is ‘to be furnished at 
$22.50 per anaum per horse power. Thus 
it seems almost positive that Athens will 
be the first city in Georgia to have a bg 
mill driven by electric power. Mr. Mc- 
Gowan says that the company has already 
been formed, and that within the next 
five months the mills will be in operation 
with 10,000 spindles. The capital will be 
largely local, although some foreign cap- 
ital may be used. Arrangements are. al- 
ready in progress’ for the construction of 
the necessary buildings, which will we 
located just outside the city limi's.

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Disastrous Effects Resulting from 
Compulsory Idleness. 


JOHN P. JONES ON IDLENESS 


at Is an Honest Dollar?—The Gold Do}l- 
of Twenty Years Ago—The Kind of 
a Dollar the Country Needs. 


“ VI. 

As I have stated, the great impediment 
to the progress of the working classes is 
the idle man. While large numbers are 
- hungry and unemployed, it is impossible 


fe for organization to accomplish the object 


it has in view. Hence the task which nat- 
urally precedes all attempts of working- 
men to obtain an advance that shall be 
real, rather than apparent, in wages is 
the adoption of such national policies as 
may result in putting and keeping every 
man at work. 

Computations as to rates of wages are 
and will cortinue to be wholly incomplete 
and misleading until side by side with them 
@re placed the figures which show the num- 
ber of men who are living in enforced idle- 
ness. Our statisticians take hote of wages 
as they are for those who are at work. 
They make not the slightest attempt to 
@scertain the number of the unemployed. 
‘Until this is done all calculations of wages 
are vain. 

Enormous numbers of men are at all 
times to be found ready to take the places 
of those who go out on strike, and this, 
too, in a country whose development, in- 
Stead cf being complete, has only just be- 
gun. 

When compelled to admit that large num- 
bers’ are chronicelly idle, the advocates 
of the gold standard take refuge in the 
cynical assertion that in all eommunities 
a2 numbhr of men will be found who do not 
Wish to work, and that their idleness 
the result of- their own folly or improvi- 
dence. The statement that men prefer 
idIness to honest labor I ccnsider a slander 
on the working classes. These are the 
f&tatements of the political philosophers 
of gold standard countries, resorted to 
crder to account for the encrmous propor- 
tion of men whom the gold standard rele- 
Gates to idleness and keeps there—a stand- 
ard which is the symbol tor the ecncentra- 
tion of wealth and the distribution of pov- 
erty. By its diversion of money from 
the paths of industry into the great centers 
of speculation it takes from the labor mar- 
Ket ani uses in the bond and stcck mar- 
ket the material which is the life blood of 
industry. 

The idea that men prefer to beg rather 
than to work is altogether an idea of Euro- 
pean origin and is contradicted by all the 
experiences of this new country. The very 
classes that in Europe have been charged 
With incorrigible laziness prove on coming 
to this country that in their European 
homes they were mercly the slaves of 
corditions, and that they can be as indus- 
trieus any Otter cicSS Of the commu- 
nity. : 
Whatever amelioration occurs in the con- 
dition of the workingman occurs because 
he is vear by year increasing his demands. 
He will contirue to increase those demands 
unt?! it becomes clear te*im thet he re- 
ceives his fair share of the product of his 
labor. So § as the employer's profits 
Will warrant the increase ‘the workman 
Will exact it until the equilibrium between 
Proiits and wages is reached. This is in- 
evitable. >ut where, with falling prices, 
the employer ready the verge of 
loss, and as money shrinks in volume his 
pron tend to disappear, no effort on the 
part of the workers, whether by strikes or 
Otherwise can permanently secure to them 
a higher scale of wages. When the strikes 
are warranted by. conditions, of business. 
they will be su ul. Where not so 
warranted theY must inevitably fail. 
Can't Rise Without 

Wages. 
is said tl the 
labor could increase all along 
the laborer. exacting. his 
empiovers’ protits, 
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Is it assumed that he ? 
history of labor within recent 
not warrant this assumption. 

Is it for a moment to bé supposed that 
American workmen stand-in such awe of 
their employers that they cannot contrive 
to obtain from him any fair proportion of 
this increase in the price of the commodi- 
ties which are the products of their own 
hands? 

In other words, are we 
that the prices of-inanimate things—things 
that cannot think—are to rise, while the 
price of flesh and blood—the compensation 
of living, thinking, human bei: 
make those inanimate things—cannot rise? 

The great object of a nation.should be to 
have such national policies as may lead to 
the uninterrupted employment of all its 
people. A country cannot come to harm 
when its people are ail at work; when 
every forge, anvil and loom is performing 
fts function; when every hand and every 
brain is busy. 

Whenever there is enough money ina 

counsry to keep prices of commodities tirm 
the productive energies of the people are 
fully occupied and business profits are rea- 
sonable, so that employment continued 
and continuous for all. With a proper vol- 
ume of money comes a proper distribution 
of the results of industry. 
Under proper monetary conditions in this 
country there would be opportunities con- 
stantly offering for every American worker 
to invest his surplus earnings in the in- 
dustrial or manufacturing establishment 
with which he may be connected. ‘This 
would give him an interest in the work in 
which he is employed--an interest far be- 
yond the ordinary interest of a wage earn- 
er. It would be‘a spur to industry and 
thrift and would increase the true perma- 
nent wealth of the country. 

The aim of the political economist seems 
to be to deal with products after they have 
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of those who did not produce them. 

What Is an Honest Doliar? 
The gold standard men tel] us that all. 
they ask for is good money—honest money. 
If that is so, then there must be some mon- 


' strous juggling with words, for the very 


pith and marrow of our contention in de- 
manding the restoration of the privilege 
of full coinage to silver is for good money, 
honest money, a money more honest than 
gold, a money that shall be honest not 
meérely today, but in perpetuity. The acute 
among the gold men very well know that 
gold money under existing conditions is 
not an honest money, but an unjust and es- 
sentially dishonest money. 

What, th is an honest dollar? Is it 
not a dollar which demands at all times the 
Same degree of sacrifice to obtain it? 

Is a dollar “honest’’ only when it is in- 
creasing in ‘purchasing power, when it is 
enlarging its grasp over the products of 
labor? Is it an “‘honest’’ dollar only when 
it is exacting more from the debtor than 
he contracted to pay and giving more to 
the creditor than he agreed to receive? 

Is a dollar dishonest when, on the date 
of repayment, it commands. precisely the 
same dgree of sacrifice that it commanded 
when it was borrowed? 

In order that a dollar may be entitled to 
the designation “honest,”’ is it necessary 
that at the date of repayment it should 
have a greater control over human effort 
than it had when it was borrowed? 

One would naturally suppose that an 
honest dollar would be a dollar that would 
correctly register the sacrifices of men, so 
that at the close of the term of a loan the 
creditor, in addition to lawful intérest, 
would receive as principal not merely the 
Same number of dollars, but dollars com- 
manding on the average the same degree of 
human effort as those he had lent. 

Are we to understand that after the mak- 
ing of a contract requiring the payment 
of money a dollar becomes more and more 
“honest” in the proportion in which its pur- 
chasing power increases, to the advantage 
of the creditor and the disadvantage of 
the debtor? 

Was the Gold Dollar an Honest Dol- 
lar in 1873? — 

The gold dollar having today a pur- 
chasing power 50 per cent greater than 
the same?;gold dollar had in 1873, was the 
Bold dollar of twenty years ago a dishon- 
est dollar, and -is it today 50 per cent more 
honest than it was then, it being at both 
periods of precisely the same weight and 
fineness? And if it continues to increase 
in. purchasing power, will it continue .to 
increase in honesty? 

We have heard no gold standard cham- 
pion attribute dishonesty to any gold coin 
of any country at any date. Gold, they 
say, is always gold, which in one sense 
We grant, and, therefore, one would sup- 
pose that a qdontract to pay gold would 
be the same contract at one time as at 
another. Yet at two different periods of 
time it means two totally different things. 
The Demand That One Dollar Must 

Be Kept as Good as Another. 

The gold advocates Say that one dollar 
must be as good as another. But tfiey 
do not define what goodness means. Is 
not a just dollar a good dollar? Is not 
a dollar of unchanging value a good dol- 
lar? we 3 

If the dollar they take for their model 
is a swindling dollar, why should they 
ask that an “honest’’ dollar should be as 
“good” or as bad as that? 

If a dollar should get to be more valu- 
able than the dollar of the contract—if 
goodness means dearness—then we want 
a dollar that shall not. be so good. We 
want a dollar that shall demand no more 
sacrifice to get it than the dollar of the 
contract—than the dollar that was agreed 
to be paid.- 

Premium on Gold. 

When gold alone, or a money based on 
eoid, is the circulating medium of a coun- 
try, a contract calling for the payment of 
$1,000 on the spot would on its face seem 
to be the same as a contract calling for 
the payment of $1,000 at a future time, 
because the sum being in each case the 
Same and .payable in the samg form of 
money, there would se®m to be no pre- 
mium involved. If, however, men 
obliged to give more of their products for 
it in the one case than in the other, are 
they not to all intents and purposes pay- 
ing a premium on gold? Is it Any less a 
premium because the,true character of the 
transaction is not detected? Values being 
always stated in terms of money, never 
in terms of commodities, it né6t easy 
for the uninitiated to detect.variations in 
the value of the circulating medium? 

Anything that is measured by itself 
alone can never prevent an appearance of 
change. No matter, therefore, how great 
a departure may be made by gold from its 
value at any former period, such depar- 
ture is never denominated a cuange in the 
value of gold, but always a cn the 
prices of commodities. It is thus that 
even the everyday phases of inaustry and 
commerce are | to conceal the 
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calculated 
evil which ‘the gold standard inflicts upon 
society and affords to interested casuists 
and sophists, as well as to. superficial 
thinkers fipon money, to so-called statis- 
Aicians ‘and would-be philosophers and 
economists an opportunity much improved 
by them of disputing as to the true na- 
ture of the change that has taken place.

breathing spaces, pleasure spots, 
men van go when their minds and bodies 
are tired, and freshen up and gain new 
energy. 1 think He pleased Himself most 
of all when He made Asheville. With a 
sweep of His hand He drew rugged, green- 
hued curtains between the valleys and 
by one stroke with the brush of creation 
he etched great prairies of clouds upon the 
intervening canvas. Between the mour- 
tain ranges he placed the common fog of 
clouds and above the higher altfudes only 
heaven, ‘Then He caused the purest 
breezes that He ever made to fan the 
great masterpiece of Nature which He 
had created. 

Asheville is a picture, 
ments of rugged scenery, 
low lying valleys, rich color, are here in 
masterly arrargement and combination. 
The greatest artist that ever lived might 
sit down and think until he was gray and 
he would never conjure up such glories of 
hue and vista as are here presented. The 
imagination is staggered when, looking 
from the eommanding Leight upon which 
Battery Park stands, you look across the 
magnificent stretch of mountains that file 
away to the east. Here a winding silver 
stream, there a dot that marks in the dis- 
tance a dwelling place, there a little white 
line that marks the direction of a country 
road and down, down there beneath it all 
lies a white roll of clouds, massed up as if 
they had been tern loose from the ele~ 
ments and were stationary in the valley.

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WILDE'S CONVICT LIFE. 


llow the Deposed King of Aesthetes 
Will Pass His Time. 

London, May 31.—Oscar Wilde was taken 
yesterday to Pentonville, a prison for con- 
victed criminals. He was examined phys- 
ically with great care, since the medical 
officer’s report will depend upon what. Ja- 
bor he is to be set to. If he is passed as 
sound and fit for first-class he will take 
his first month’s hard labor air on a tread- 
wheel six hours daily, making an ascent 
of 6,000 feet; twenty minutes on continu- 
ously, then five minutes’ rest. The neces- 
sity for a close medical examination is ob- 
vious’ before a man is subjected to this 
labor. 

During the first. month while on the 
wheel, if put there, Wilde will sleep on a 
plank bed, a bare board raised a few inches 
above the floor and supplied with sheets. 
This will be his diet: Breakfast at 7:3 
o'clock a. m., cocda and bread; dinner at 
noon, bacon and beans one day, SOUD an- 
other, cold Australian meat another and 
brown flour suet another, the last three 
repeated twice a week; potatoes with every 
dinner. 3 

After he has finished his spell on the 
wheel he will be put to some industrial em- 
ployment. He will exercise in the open air 
daily for an hour. He will be allowed no 
communication with the outside, except by 
special permission, until he has completed 
three months of his sentence. Then he 
may write -and receive one letter and be 
visited for twenty minutes by three friends, 
Wilde will attend chapel every morning 
and twice on Sundays. He will be visited, 
it he wishes it, by the chaplain as often as 
he likes, also daily by the governor or dep- 
uty governor. 

On his release Wilde,’if he has worked 
well and behaved well,’ will have earned 
the magnificent sum of 10 shillings—$2.50— 
which he can have all at once, or it will be 
doled out to him by an agent of the Dis. 
charged Prisoners’ Aid Society, if he (Wilde) 
elects to apply to that excellent institution 
when once more free.

By stroking an elephant’s lip in a cer- 
tain manner you can make it purr like a 
huge grimalkin, till the earth shakes 
neath your feet. When it is afraid or 
angry it squeaks like an unoiled hinge. 
But when it suddenly jumps aside like a 
flea you imagine for a moment that the 
ultimate terrestrial cataclysm has gone off.

For two hours he screamed like a steam 
whistle, while we were all engaged in 
getting him out. 

Every night when we reached camp and 
the loads were taken off, each driver would 
hobble his beast by tying its front legs to- 
gether with rattan, so that it eould only 
hop with both together. Then a hoge 
wooden .bell was hung around its neck and 
it was turned loose to wander in 
jungle. All night long the faint dong, dong 
of these bells made a mournful noise 
around the camp. At daybr@ak- each driver 
tracked his elephant by the sound, often 
going many miles for him. 

The elephant is in some respects a stupid 
beast, and many of the tales of its Sagacity 
are apochryphal, yet it sometimes dces 
very strangely intelligent things. Once a 
tiny elephant got jammed in between the 
parts of a heavy tree trunk that hud teen 
cut in two to leave a passage in the road. 
Its screams brought back its mother from 
ahead.

To do real work involves the necessity 
of thought. No man can think without 
straining his nerves. If he is a hard think- 
er, as he must be to be greatly useful, 
his nerves must be subjected to severe 
strain, and, of course, there will be a 
tendency of the nervous system to give 
way at the weakest point. General las- 
situde, a result of overstrain, will nearly 
always be followed by dyspepsia. The 
closely related nerves which govern heart, 
stomach and lungs, will be disordered. 
The consequent suffering will be severe 
enough to warn the sufferer of the dan- 
ger to which he is subjecting himself. In- 
stead of |jtaking warning, however, he 
nearly always takes to stimulants—to

BROOKS AND NOLAN] 


Charged with Cheating an! Swindling 
Bound Over Yesterday. 


THE TRIAL BEFORE JUDGE LANDRUM 


Pat Moore Alleges That He Has Been Made 
the Victim of a Conspiracy and 
Seeks Redress in the Courts. 


Charles H. Brooks, general manager of 
the Atlanta Promoting Company, was ar- 
raigned before Judge Landrum yesterday 
on a charged of cheating and swindling.

Instead of realizing from his in- 
vestment Moore claims that he has been 
defrauded and now seeks to recover his 
money through legal process. He claims 
that Brooks misappropriated the money 
and used it for himself. He further testi- 
fied that Brooks claimed to have a large 
deposit in the Lowry bank. The bookkeeper 
of the Lowry Banking Company testified 
that C. H. Brooks had never had an ac- 
count in that bank.

O’SH a ARRESTED. 


Another Chapter Unfolded.in the, Af- 
fairs of Allen, the Horse Trader. 


Harry O’Shields, formerly a _ bailiff of 
Cook’s district, was arrested early yester- 
day morning charged with receiving stolen 
property and disposing of the same. 

It is claimed that O’Shields is an accom- 
plice of L. Allen, who has figured quite 
recently as an alleged horse thief, The 
story of Allen's exciting race of over 400 
miles and the chase given him by the Unit- 
ed States deputy marshal, Hughes, is yet 
fresh upon the minds of the public, and 
the arrest of O’Shields yesterday makes 
quite an interesting finale to the sensational 
chapter of Allen’s escapades. 

Allen was carried back to trial in Ten- 
nessee a week ago and at that time two 
Stolen horses were recovered; and now 
Butler claims that two horses owned by 
himself were taken presumably by Allen 
and in turn received by the man O’Shields. 

Butler swore out the warrant Thursday 
and it was served upon Mr. O’Shields yes- 
terday at his home. He was brought to 
the station house and endeavored to give 
bond, but a justice of the peace could not 
be found and he was locked up. 

Ww hen. the picture of Allen was printed 
in The Constitution when he was arrest- 
ed it was recognized by many stock deal- 
ers in the city who had seen Allen before. 
Many had had dealings with the man, and 
on frequent visits to the city they had 
traded horses with him and in some in- 
Stances bought the horses outright. 

The officers who worked up the case were 
of the opinion that Allen was in eo-part- 
nership with some one in this city who 
took possession of the stolen property and 
quietly disposed of it after Allen left; and 
it begins to appear that their suspicions 
were well founded. 

It has been no unusual thing for the, 
Stockmen to suffer the loss of horses, and 
it was , believed by them that a system- 
atic warfare had been made upon them 
by a‘gang of professionals. 

This last arrest promises to throw more 
light upon the subject, and if the charges 
are proven, it will, in a great degree, give 
a deathblow to the raids that have been 

made upon the several stables in this city. 

When O'Shields was carried to the sta- 
tion house he was very indignant over his 
arrest and promised to make it warm for 
some one. He refused to talk upon tho 
subject, and said that if there was any 
truth in the charges preferred against him 
it was too late to get. the horses. 
This seems to indicate, so the officers be- 
lieve, that whether guilty of the charge or 
not, he must know something about the 
operations of Allen. 

When Allen was arrested here O’Shields 
was one of the first to call to see the man. 
lie claimed to have had an engagement 
with Allen when that man was arrested, 
and rebuked Allen for not meeting him at 
the appointed hour. 

O’Shields paid several] visits to the sta- 
tion house, the officers say, during the 
time Allen was incarcerated, and it is 
claimed held frequent interviews with him. 
O’Shields lives on Marietta street and has 
been a bailiff in Cook’s district for sev- 
eral years. He is quite old, and his head 
is perfectly gray, and he appears to be 
older than the age he-gave the officers. 

O’Shields Makes a Statement. 

O'’Shields has decided to make a state- 
ment and tell the entire relations he held 
with Allen. He tells this story ina 
Straightforward manner and fays that he 
has nothing to conceal. He says tnat the 
first time he saw Allen he offered him two. 
horses for sale. O’Shields did not have the 
cash and Allen sold him the pair on credit. 
Before ANen left town, however, O'Shields 
says he paid him in full and later on sold 
the horses at a profit. Allen in a few 
weeks made another trip to this city, and 
trom him $O’Shields bought another pair. 
A third trip was made by Allen shortly 
afierwards, which resulted in his selling 
two more horses to O'Shields. 

These were disposed of also. When Allen 
came to this city about ten days ago,-he 
brought. with him four horses, two ot 
which he sold O'’Shielas, and two he left at 
Mr. Benten’'s farm. The two left at Colonel 
Benten’s. were recovered by the officers and 
were taken back to Tennessee. The last 
two sold O'’Shields at the same é4ime were 
sold by him. These two horses are now the 
cause of O'Shieids’s trouble. 

Mr. Butler lives in Alabama and claims 
that Allen stole these two from him, He 
also says that O'Shields received them from 
Allen and disposed of them. Now he wants 
the stolen horses. 

Mr. O’'Shields disclaims 
his part that Allen was 
the horses sold by him, and hé says that 
he did a perfectly bona fide business and 
that there are no grounds whatever upon 
which the warrant can be sustained. He 
Says he does not expect the case to give 
him any trouble and will be cleared of the 
charge. 

Late yesterday afternoon O'Shields was 
carried betore Judge Foute and was releas- 
ed upon his own recognizance, pending an 
investigation that is being made by the 
detectives who are assisting Mr.. Butler in 
working up the case. 

Mr. O’Shields says he had no idea that 
Allen was crooked and was greatly sur- 
prised to learn of the arrest. He says he 
can’t understand why any suspicion should 
point toward himself, as he had been doing 
a perfectly legitimate business and knew 
nothing wrong about Allen's dealings. ;

In this connection the following 
from an interview with ex-Secretary 
Whitney, who has just returned from a 
trip abroad, will be read with ‘interest: 

I fouid that wheré twenty years ago 
hardly any one could be found in Great 
Sritain who favored a bimetallic standard 
of currency, there is everywhere in 
kingdom a growing feeling in favor of such 
a standard. In fact, I believe from what 
I saw and heard that the feeling in favor 
of bimetallism is stronger in Great Britain 
than it is in the United States. The stu- 
dents of political economy favor it. The 
boards of«trade in the large manufacturing 
centers like Birmingham and Sheffield have 
taken a firm stand in favor of a bimetallic 
Standard. Even among the conservative 
Statesmen may be found its champions, 
notably among whom is A. J. Balfour. I 
had a talk with Mr. Lidderdale, who was 
a governor of the Bank of England when 
it carried the Barings through their finan- 
Cial difficulties, and he expressed himself 
unqualifiedly for a bimetallic standard. In 
fact the only opposition to bimetallism in 
ireat Britain proceeds from the same 
source that it does in this country—from 
the men who stand in the same relation to 
trade as do the men in Wall street. The 
other countries of Europe look to England 
to take the initiative in this matter, and 
they believe that within two years at the 
most England will be calling for an inter- 
national monetary conference, if not for 
an international agreement for the estab- 
lishment of a bimetallic standard of money. 

When Mr. Whitney says “the only op- 
position to bimetallism in Great Britain 
proceeds from the same source that it 
does in this country, from the men who 
stand in the same relation to trade as 
do the men in Wall street,” he gives a 
graphie picture of the real situation. It 
is lamentably true, however, that in 
England just as in this country, the 
money power is the power behind the 
administration, There the money kings 
“ure so potent that there is no hope of 
being able to throw off their grasp; here’ 
the people have it in their power to take 
control And they are going to do it. 
Mr. Whitney will find after a short 
While spent in this country that the sen- 
timent for bimetallism is overwhelm- 
ingly greater than it is*in England. He 
has, while abroad, depended upon the

tion concerning affairs on this side of 
the water, and the New York papers 
are lamentably ignorant concerning 
What is going on outside of the metrop- 
olis. ; 
Uneonsciously, of course, Mr. Whitney 
deals a blow at the administration 
when he declares that. students of politi- 
cal economy, business men in touch with 
affairs, and prominent conservative 
leaders are for the double standard. 
When he. went abroad the _programme 
ot the administration was to hold up 


_the international agreement myth; since 


then has come the determination to 
throw off the mask and to deelare that 


‘such a thing as a double standard is an 


absolute ifmpossibility. and Mr. Whitney 
has not been Kept informed of the 
change, ° 

If the men who talk international 
agreement are in earnest, if they are 
honest in their desire to see silver re- 
stored to its place as a money metal the 
world over, they will advocate indepen- 
dent action by this government as the 
best means to that end. When the 
United States opens its mints to the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver as 
well as goid, the European powers will 
be compelled:in self-defense ‘to follow. 
There is no other way: to secure. bi- 
metallism.

In June, 1845, Hugh Swinton Legare, 
of South Carolina, who had just a month 
before been given the state portfolio by 
President Tyler, #ent with the presi- 
dent and other members of his eab- 
inet to Boston to listen to the speech 
of. Daniel Webster on the completion 
of the Bunker Hill monument. The day 
before the ceremony Secretary Legare 
Was stricken down by what proved to 
be a fatal illness, and within a few days 
he died. x

Upshur, of Virginia, was- his 
The tragic death of Sec- 
retary Upshur is familiar to 
every student of history. It 
was less than a year after the death of 
Secretary Legare that President Tyler 
and his cabinet weut with a large num- 
ber of other public men to witness the 
trial of the monster guns on the new 
Warship, the Potomac. The trip and 
the trial had been most successful. The 
guus had all stood the tests well, and 
when one of the longest was to be fired 
for the last tinie the visitors crowded 
around to witness the sighting and the 
firing. That gun burst, killing among 
others the secretary of state and Mr. 
Gilmer, secretary of the navy. 

Daniel Webster was the third secre- 
tary of state to die in office. This was 
in 1852. The nomination of Seott by 
the Baltimore convention, wresting from 
him the prize which was his life’s de- 
sire, undoubtedly hastened the end, He 
died a sadly disappointed man. 
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A Monument of Peace: 

The speech of General Wade 
ton at Chicago breathes a spirit of broad 
Americanism that will touch a respon- 
sive chord in the heart of every brave 
man north and south. 

The utterances there made by one of 
the greatest living southern generals 
cannot fail to have their proper effect. 
While General Hampton made no. apolo- 
gies for the past he said in plain and 
unmistakable English that his people 
regarded the war issues as things o¢ 
the past, and the people of the south 
are heartily responsive to the sentiment. 
And while the whine of the Boutelle 
stripe of bloody shirt wavers may still, 
in isolated instances, be heard in the 
land, the American people, without re-

| gard to state or section, are filled with 
the American spirit of fraternity. 

The suggestion is made that the monu- 
ment which. marks the resting place of 
the confederate soldiers who lie buried 
beneath the soil of Ilinois is a monu- 
ment of peace. The spirit which in- 
spired it is certainly one that will be 
respected and admired by all save the 
few who for political effect prefer to 
do what little they can to stir up the 
strife of the past. Chicago gave hearty 
welcome to the sons of the south who 
came there on a mission of love. The 
Times-Herald reflects that spirit when, 
in referring to the event, it says: 

The sorrow of the grave, as Washing- 
ton Irving so truly said, is the only sor- 
row from which we refuse to be divorced, 
America is a land of homes. We have 
never affected indifference when, for what- 
ever reasons, the home circle has been 
broken. No soldier boy, wore he the blue 
or wore he the gray, fe!) in battle or died 
in hospital or perished by the way but he 
had left a home behind him with its in- 
finite affections. 

Chicago, with most heartfelt welcome, 
greets today our brothers from the south 
who have come to Uedicate their memo- 
rial of love to their brothers in arms whose 
bodies lie buried here. 

It would not have been seemly had they 
neglected these :graves. We honor pro- 
foundly the sentiment which prompts them, 
The bravest and most patriotic will share 
with them in this most deeply. 

The monument is no memorial of a lost 
cause, but rather of a cause that has been 
found—a: cause which, exactly alike in the 
north and in the south, is being found year 
by year more and more potential in the 
sweetness of its motive and the all-inclu-

sive sweep of its beneficence. 

And so, brothers of the north and of the 
south, in the shadow of common sorrows 
over brave men who did not live to see our 
day, but in the sunlight of a measureless 
common hope, which kindles aspiration in 
the breasts alike of Americans of every 
section, of every race and previous na- 
tionality, our mutual greeting is instinct 
only with benediction. 

There is no longer any question be- 
tween the sections, and none of the old 
war issues. These old watters were 
wiped out long ago; and while the sons 
of the south and the sons of the north 
will ever honor the bravery of the men 
who fell fighting for the cause each felt 
to be right, they will join banuds—they 
have long ,since joined hands) and 
shoulder to shoulder are engaged in 
doing their part toward working out 
the glorious destiny of the republic.

The Seaboard Air-Line Will Abide the 
Association's Rules Henceforth, 


AND THE BOYCOTT HAS SEEN LIPTED 


This Settles the Litigation Between 
the Sal and the Association. 


ALL PARTIES ARE SATISEIED WITH IT 


History of the Trouble and Terms of the 
Agreement by W hich it Was Setrled. 
Other Railroad News. 


The tailroad giants have compromised! 

Thére will be no more war between the 
Seaboard Air-Line and the associate ‘d roads- 
of the south. 

An agreement was 
Seago 

The gréat pow-wow at Macon over whie h 
Judge o> ah Speer was called to preside 
turned out to be a love feast of the most 
Pronounced type and Vice President St. 
John, of the Seaboard, now beams radiant 
Smiles upon Major Stahiman, of the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association, 
and all the railrcad men are as happy in 
their exchange of the compliments of the 
day as grasshoppers in sweet potato time. 

Such another and bowing and 
scraping and buttonholing among railread 
men of this section as that which charac- 
terized the scene at the union. passenger 
depot last night when the Central train 
rolled in with four private cars and many 
dignitaries fresh’from the Macon love feast 
never came to pass before. ¢ 

Nothing could have been more conducive 
to good fellowship. than Major Stahiman’s 
happy humor and Colonel Crawford's witti- 
cisms, which he hurled at everybody that 
came within reach. 

The war is over. 

The terms of the truce are confidential, 
Sworn not to be given out to the laymen 
of this workyday world, but here they 
@re just the same: 

1. The Seaboard Air-Line agrees to with- 
draw its litigation against the other roads 
on the condition that the associated roads 
Shall withdraw the boycott against the Sea- 
board. 

2. The association agrees to withdraw the 
boycott on condition the Seaboard shall re- 
store passenger rates between Atlant 2 and 
é€astern points. 

3. The Seaboard agrees to restore the 
rates and to preserve the association's rates 
in the future, abiding the rules and orders 
of the organization. 

4. There shall be a full examination of 
the accounts involved in the past litiga- 
tion and a settlement shall be made in 
equity for the wrongs that have been com- 
‘mitted on one side or the other, the Sea- 
board settling for the injuries it has in- 
flicted by its irregular practices -and: 
association coming’ to taw wherever 
Shown that injury has been done the Sea- 
board. 

5. The Seaboard is not held under obliga- 
tion to join the association by the terms 
of the contract, but is bound to respect its 
Fules and obey its regulations. 

6. The passenger rates which were cut 
@gust half between Atlanta and the cast by 
the Seaboard must be restored at once end 
kept at the old standard rates fixed by the 
legitimate adjustment of the association 
for years past. 

7. The boycott must be lifted from the 
Seaboard by the associated roads at the 
time fixed for the contract to take effect. 
and the roads that form the association are 
heid under agreement to graft to the. Sea- 
board all the advantages’ of 
the manipulation of through business as is 
allowed all other lines with which these 
roads connect. 

How They Came to Terms. 

The big guns of the southern railread 
world were all at war just twenty-four 
hours ago 

They were sitting up in Judge Speer’s 
courtroom in Macon tearing their hair and 
squirming rather uncomfortably in their 
chairs, pouring all manner of bad tules into 
the ears of their respective lawyers about 
the other fellow. 

There had been no  Iate sien of An in- 
clination to a settlement, though it is 
known now that an attempt hau voen made 
the night before the officials left Atlanta 
for Macon to bring about a slightly more 
hiarmcnious feeling among the railroad 
giants who were at war. 

The case went on and still no signs ofa 
settlement were in sight until somebody 
winked and declared that they wanted to 
gee the leading counsel on the other side 
Out in the side room. 

Senboard Didn't Want No Report. 

It seems the hitch came when’ the Sea- 
hoard failed to show an inelination to 
make a report of its traffic management 
since all this trouble began. 

The associated roads held that the Sea- 
board must make a full report of its trans-. 
actions so that all of the members of the 
association might Know just what was go- 
ing on. 

There was quite a hitch on. this one 
point and it is known that this is. what 
has always been the gréat bone of con- 
tention between ‘the eo anpesesn and the asso- 
ciation.

History of the Litigation. 

When the Seaboard saw that the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association 
rueant everything that had b2en conveved 
to it by this committee of three, and when 
it vas clear that the .boycott would cer- 
tainly take effect, a suit was planned on 
the part of the Seaboard to offset*the boy- 
cott. It was decided to make the attack, 
not upon the asscciated lines, but upon 
the Western and Atlantic and the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Luis, with 
Which the Seaubourd had a contract ‘for 
terminal facilities here at Atlanta, which 
it construed 1s meaning that the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis was always 


bound ‘to give the Seaboard just as ad-. 


Vantageous rates as it would give all the 
other roads. In this contract it hoped to 
find an instrument that would prevent the 
Western and Atlantic and the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. .Leuis from entering 
the boycott that had been declared, The 
suit was: breught in’ the superior court 
of Fulton and was tried there, resulting 
in a decision from Judge Lumpkin unfa- 
vorable to the Seaboard. The Seaboard’'s 
attorneys filed a bill of exceptiédns in the 
case, Which is now before the Georgia su- 
preme court. ‘This suit was followed. up 
by the suit which terminated yesterday 
before the federal court in Macon. 

The friendly settlement of the litigation 
before the United States court over which 
Judge Speer presides will nullify all pend- 
ing disturbances and@ there will be absolute 
peace in the Peture between the warring 
fuctions of the railroads of the south. 

Rates Will Go Up Once More. 

The passenger rates between Atlanta and 
New. York and other eastern points will 
be raised to the former notch by the 
Seaboard Air-Line. 

When the associated lines declared the 
boycott, the Seaboard announced that it 
would cut the passenger rates from At- 
lanta to eastern points just half. It put 
the cheap tickets on sale with a sudden- 
ness ftrighful to contemplate and since 
that time it has been war to the knife 
between the competing lines to the east, 
though the Southern has never yet met 
the cut rates of the Seaboard by any pub- 
lished schedule of reduced fares. 

They Won't Talk About It. 

There seems to be an owl-like silence on 
the part,of the big railroad guns who re- 
turned yesierday from Macon, as tothe 
details of the doings of the day's busi- 
ness. : 

The terms of agreement between the 
association and the Seaboard were con-. 
fidential and secret and none of the ofii- 
cials or the attorneys who were there will 
say a word concerning what was done, 
save to explain with a smile that every- 
thing is settled and the white wings of 
peace fiutter over their heads. 

When Commissioner Stahiman was seen 
by The ‘Constitution’s representative last 
night and asked about the compromise, he 
shook his head, smiled and replied: 

“Oh, well, in compromises there is al- 
ways wisdom, justice and moderation, and 
of course both sides always ‘have to make 
some -concessfons. Matters have been 
adjusted very satisfactorily, -however, to 
all parties concerned and there will be no 
more hard feeling, no more warfare.” 

Mr. Henry Crawford, attorney for the 
Sguthern railway, when seen on (his re- 
turn from Macon last night and asked 
for particulars concerning the settlement, 
replied: “Everything has been smoothed 
downed, and the situation is much more 
pleasant to all.” . . 

Mr. Leslie Ryan, attorrey for the South- 
ern, made a similar statement even more 
indefinitely referring. to the terms of the 
settlement. 

Mr. John H. Winder, of the Seaboard, 
would give nothing more definite than the 
other side. When asked if his company 
would return to the folds of the associa- 
tion in the near future, now that the differ- 
ences were all adjusted, he replied: ‘“‘It all 
depends upon the articles of greement 
that are “adopted at the next annual meet- 
ing of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association whether we will or not, 
I cannot tell at present.”” ° 

Nothing has come up in the railroad 
world for the past five or six years so im- 
portant as this line of litigation the Se- 
board has been forcing against thre ass 
ciation of railroads that cover this ent! 
region of country. The suit affected the 
interests of all the roads for it was a 
stab at the very heart and life of the as- 
sociation and left with the eourt 
to detide whether such organizations are 
le@al “or not.

The Litigation Brought the Heavy- 
Weights Into Judge Speer’s Court, 
Macon, Ga. May 31.—(Special.)—When 

the United States convened this 

morning to hear the injunction of the Sea- 
board Air-Line against the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Associaticn, attorneys 
announced to Judge Speer that a conipfo- 
mise of the matter was possible without 
entering into the trial of the case. Court 
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‘took récess until 12:30 o'clock, and on re- 


convening, the attorneys announced that 
an agrecmént had been reached. Where- 
upon, Judge Speer signed the following 
order 

“On complainants’ motion, it. is ordered 
that this case be passed and the resirain- 
ing crder granted is dissolved, without 
prejudice to complainants’ rights to here- 
after move in sail matter and case.” “i 
The Constitution’s correspondent is re- 
liably informed that the terms of settle- 
ment are that the boycott on the Seaboary 
Air-Line shall be promply lfted. After 
long consultation, all parties consented to 
this. This being done, it is understood that 
the bill is to be dismissed, and each party 
will pay half the cost.. The Seaboard Air- 
Line to keep the legal rates fixed by the 
state and interstate railroad commissions. 
It was a very remarkable and brilliant 
spectacle in the courtroom and corridors.

WAS DECIDED AFTER A FURIOUS FIGHT 


It Was a Compromise Between the Name 
Championed by Mr. Alex Smith 
and Mr. Harry Atkinson. 


“Midway Heights’’-—how does it sound? 

After a tierce debate, a war of words that 
lasted long and caused several exciting 
clashes, this name was finally selected 
yesterday by tne executive board for that 
boulevard on the expcsition grounds where- 
on shall be collected all the oddities, eccen- 
tricities and miscellaneous attractions of 
the earth. 

“Midway Heights,” a name out of 29,- 
000. and when the people gather and throng 
the vistas of the great show, the name 
will still remain a reminder of the furious 
fight of yester eve. 

The fact that it is a hybrid will not 
lessen the popularity of this name. It was a 
merging of the two names, a compromise 
between the ‘Pleasure ‘Heights,’ cham- 
pioned by Mr. Alex Smith, and “The Mid- 
way,” selected by the special committee 
apy ointed at the former meeting of the 
bocrd. But now tthe question is finally 
settled and during the months to come 
“Midway Heights” will be a name on every 
torgue., 

Thece was a full atterdance when the 
executive board was called to order yes- 
terday afternoon at 4:30, o’clock. There 
were a few minor details’ of routine work 
transacted before the report of the spe- 
cial committee last week for 
selecting the name_was called on, 

They Wanted Midway. 

Mr. Harry M. Atkinson, who was chair- 
man of the committee, announced in a 
determined way that the name ‘‘Midway”’ 
had been selected. 

As soon as the name was announced Mr. 
Alex Smith, who, at the last meeting, was 
Mr. Atkinson, 
his objections to the name selected by the 
special committee. He had thought that 
“Pleasure, Heights’ was the best name. 
The report of the special committee was 
not in accordance with his idea of appro- 
priate nomenclature. 

The earnestness of Mr. Smith in his ar- 
gument was almost pathetic. 

The exposition in Atlanta was independ- 
ent of all precedents.

W heat Closed Two Cents Lower in Chica- 
go, the Other Speculative Articles 
Responding—Stocks Higher. 


New York, May 31.—The stock market 
was comparatively quiet today, the trans. 
actions footing up 176,509 shares, of which 
141, 0 were listed and 35,000 unlisted. The 
inquiry ran chiefly to the specialties and 
industrials, although the railway list was 
not neglected by any . means. London 
bought a small line of St. Paul and other 
of its favorites, but not enough to have 
any influence on the market. The Gran- 
gers were in somewhat better request, and 
closed generally a fraction better on the 
day, the reporis from the west that much- 
needed rains had fallen having checked 
the selling in this group. The low-priced 
fancies, however, were the features. Mo- 
bile and Ohio rose from 23 to 27; Flint and 
Pere ‘Marquette preferred from 43 to 45; 
New England from 43% to 45; Pacifiiec Mail 
from 27% to 2%; Tennessee Coal and Iron 
from 28 to 2973. New England was in de- 
mand on reports that the Rhode Island 
legislature had passed a bill satisfactory 
to the reorganization committee, while 
Tennessee Coal and Iron improved on the 
further rise in southern pig iron. The An- 
thracite Coalers were strong except for 
Susquehanna and Western preferred, which 
dropped from 32% to 2%%@30. The decline 
Was due to’an unfounded rumor that the 
interest due on the Wilkesbarre and East- 
ern bonds would not be paid. Among the 
trunk lines, ‘Erie was heavy, and fell to 
10's. The belief is now quite general that 
the stockholders will be heavily assessed 
under the proposed reorganization plan in 
order to liquidate the floating debt, as well 
as to provide capital for improvements. 
Manhattan was again heavy, the denial 
by a prominent director of the story that 
the dividend on the stock would be reduced 
having failed to check the selling. The 
stock declined to 112% and later recovered 
to 1l4. In the Industrials the special fea- 
ture was the strength of Rubber, Cordage, 
Distillers, Chicago Gas, General “flectric 
and Sugar. Rubber . rose 25, to 47%@46l.; 
Distillers 1 to 21%; General Electric % to 
3072; Chicago Gas % to 74%; Sugar 1's to 
Tis, and Cordage preferred 1% to 75,@7%. 
Rubber was bought for the pool and New 
England account. General Electric was 
higher on rumors from Boston that nego- 
tiations with the ‘Westinghouse people will 
be resumed, and Chicago Gas moved up 
on favorable advices from Springfield in 
the matter of the consolidation bill. Spec- 
ulation closed firm and 1g to % per cent 
higher for the usually active stocks.

Chicago, May 31.—With good rains west 
of the Mississippi river and hot, dry weath- 
er east, the trade in wheat during the 
early part of the session today was some 
what perplexed to know just what stand to 
take, although at the close of the session 
the bears have had considerably the better 
of the deal. The local operators, as a rule, 
are inclined to take the short side in hopes 
that rain will soon relieve the drought in 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. Yet they aré 
keeping very close to shore. A few more 
days of such weather as we are now ex- 
periencing would certainly be detrimental to 
the crop, Country buying is on a greatly 
reduced scale compared with last. week. 
The local crowd is lending very little sup- 
port except in a scalping way. The amount 
of wheat sold for short account is, we be- 
lieve, small. The prediction for tomorrow 
does not suggest’ rain tonight, though we 
are promised cooler weather tomorrow 
night. The Cincinnati Price Current, esti- 
mating the winter wheat yield 70,000,000 
smaller than a year ago, and stating that 
we will have an insufficient surplus for ex- 
port purposes, caused a small spurt from 
opening prices, which were from 7% to 1%6c 
below Wednesday’s closing, but the market 
soon settled down, selling at 78%c, from 
which point it. advanced a cent, owing to 
the weather forecast, but toward the close 
became heavy, selling at 785c. 

Coarse grains have been weak on *the 
rain in the western states. Country men 
living in those sections sent selling orders. 
Fourteen hundred cars do not show much 
letup in receipts. ‘The market has been 
much narrower, 

Provisions have been dull and a little low- 
er on the decline in grain. There is little 
or nothing to say about the market.
